_ Observers here beliove the release — with ad- 
missions of “wrongful arrests” — is aimed at winning 
wider support for the Communist regime, now believed 
to be faced by a growing economic crisia. 

Many of those freed were 
imprisoned in connection with , 
the trial in September 1949 of 
Laszlo Rajk. former Interior 
Mintster, who was executed on 
churges of treason and espionage, 


ALLEGED AGENTS 

Among the most tmport- 
ant evidence on which Rajk 
was condemned was a clalm 
that he had met Nool Field 
and his wife Herta, alleged 
to have been agents of the 
United States. 

Mcdame Kethly, Hungary’s 
first Sociatist woman deputy, is 
well known in Western Socialist 
circles, especlally in Britain. 
She resigned fram the Vice- 
Presidency of the Hungnrian 
Parliament in 1948, when the 
Socialist Party fused with the 
Communists.
